Chas. Kaiser of this city committed 


suicide yesterday morning 
in 
San 


Francisco. 
He leaped from a third- 


story window at 615 Tayfor street and 
was picked up a corpse. 


For a long time he complained of ill 


health. 
His constitution -has 
been 


gradually breaking- down for the past 
two years and recently he showed evi- 
dences of mental abberation, due to ill 
health. 


He left Reno a week ago Saturday 


without telling any one his destination 
except that he was going to a, sanitari- 
um or elsewhere where he could recu- 
perate. 


The deceased was aged 
about 71 


years. He was a native of Germany, 
and immigrated to America in the early 
'Eft's. 


Mr. Kaiser was born on the 8th day 


of December, 1S30. 


He resided for many years in Chur- 


chill county, where he was very promi- 
nent and successful in business. 
In 


IstfT he camo to Reng to reside 
gnd 


shortly afterwards accepted the presi- 
dency of the Reno Water, Land & 
Lifthl Company, to succeed the late C. 
C. Powning. He wag also engaged in 
other lines of business in the way'of 
finance. 
He was possessed of consid-

fortune, reaching probably a 


quarter of a million dollars. 
He was 


twico mauled and Is survived by his 
second wife (nee Beemer). A son by 
the second wife, Charles E. Kaiser, 
also survives him.

of more highly developed beings. 
If 


these microorganism i progressively In- 
uease in the living bodies of animals 
or man, the so-called infectious dise- 
ases airse. 
If tho bacteiia do not in- 


crease the infection is innocuous. These 
batteiia have almost unlimited oppor- 
.uuities of cnt ring the body, from the 
air, fiom tlu water, from the food they 
consume, but, fortunately for their well 
bang they need a ceitain soil In which 
to thiive, and the majority that enter 
the body, being unable to live there, 
die within a very short time. 
Hence 


they are divided into two large groups,, 
the saprophagous, or saprogenic, that 
live only in dead organic substances, 
producing by their growth and Increase 
putrefaction, and the parasitic, 
that 


nourish only <n living bodies, produc- 
ing by their growth and increase spe- 
cific diseases, and the many species of 
this latter group, again seek only these- 
bodies 
specially adapted 
to 
their 


growth. Thus bacteria noxious to the 
ruminants, do not affect chickens; and 
many bacteria of infectious diseases in 
men are not found in animals and vice- 
versa. 
In additioij to this natural or 


innate immunity, there is also an ac- ' 
quired or artificial immunity namely,, 
by Inoculation and vaccination. The 
discoveries of Pasteur, Jenner, Baum- 
garten and other scientists, have be- 
yond a reanoable doubt proven this, 
and it Is now ascertained, that 
the 


acquired/ immunity against infectlonal 
diseases may be transmitted to other 
animn's predisposed to such diseases, by 
means of the blood serum of'the ani- 
mals 
previously rendered . immune.

"FREE TRADERS." 


T 


HIS is a tciiii that is often used and misap- 
plied by ignorant or irresponsible writers and 


speakers who tithei don't know ov don't care what 
they are talking about. It is \ised by such persons 
as a term of reproach, but in most cases is so ridicu- 
lously misapplied that the author only submits him- 
self to the pity or contempt of all intelligent persons 
who vinderstaud the real meaning of the words in 
their literal sense, and in connection with their ap- 
plication, as in opposition to our present tariff rev- 
enue system. 


A free trader is one who favors the abolishment 


of all tariff duties, and the substitution of other 
methods for raising the revenue necessary to meet 
the expenses of supporting and carrying on the 
national government. There is but a handful of 
them in the United States, and. they are about 
equally represented in the membership of the two 
great political parties of the country. There are 
not enough of them to cut any figure in shaping the 
policy of any party, however small or insignificant, 
nor has any attention been paid to their theory by 
platform makers of any national convention that 
has been hold in the country for a good deal more 
than half a century. 


Unquestionably the doctrine of free trade is the 


logical one to govern the commerce of the world, if 
all of the civilized nations of the earth would agree 
to it, and would carrv it out in good iaith. But un- 
der the present conditions it is impracticable, and 
will continue so until the governments of the world 
are a good many leagues neater the Bellamy stand- 
ard of perfection than they are at the present time. 
Under the present conditions therefore, the tariff 
system is acknowledged by all, but an exceptional 


tew, 
to W the most equitable ami economical meth- 


od of revenue raising that has e\er been suggested 
or that has been considered by the statesmen of the 
great political parties of the nation. 
Upon that 


question they are practically u unit, and if the rev- 
enue matter \vas the only one 'connected with the 
system, there would be no division upon it.

them do not uphold Mrs. Nation in her methods sx- 
cept as a last resort. They claim, however, that 
the courts should rule that since the saloon business 
in the prohibition States is unlawful, no standing

A case of that kind has been thiough the Kan-

any person or persons without process of law, and 
that they can be abated only by a prosecution in- 
stituted in behalf of the public b> the pioper offi- 
cers.
